India is ruled by the sign Capricornus, and the 
last passage of the planet Saturn through this sign 
included the year fffOO, and in the “Law of Vaiues “ 
by Sepharial the following is noted : 
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GAi^Dni tbo INIahatma, Gandhi the Nahed Fakir 
of India*, Gandhi tbo Saint oi Sabarmati, and Gandhi 
under various other manes, is no other than Mahatma 
Gandhi, so well known, not only to the four conti- 
nents of Europe, but also to the inhabitants- in the 
\vilds of Africa and tho beautiful Island of Honolulu — 
“ The Paradise of the Pacific.” Such a famous perso- 
nality needs no introduction to our readers. 

I have recently leamt about “Satya Samhita,” a 
well-known collection of horoscopes, detailed out in 
Tamil, by Satyaoharia Ujjaini, a great yogi who lived 
under tho rule of the famous Raja Vikramidas. It is 
said to contain natal charts m which the rising sign 
IS divided into 300 parts, and it is claimed that with 
such minute calculations readings from Satya Samhita 
are infallible. 

Mahatma Gandhi’s chart, as depicted therein, 
reveals “ that the native would be released from capti- 
vity on the planet Jupiter entering tho sign Virgo." 
There is a slight discrepancy iu dates, as given in the 
Hindu Ephemeris, for the planet Jupiter to enter the 
sign Virgo ; some name the date as November 2Sth, 
1932, and others as December 6th, 1932. 

India is ruled by the sign Capricornus, and the 
last passage oj the planet Saturn thiough this sign 
included the year 1900, and in tho “Law of Values ” 
by Sepharial the folloMlng is noted : 
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Caprioornus, ruling India. The occult number for 
this planet being 8, by illustration I must prove' that 
Saturn did guide the activities of Mahatma G-andhi, 
and on each occasion Mahatma Gandhi’s movements 
responded to a hahala of 8. If I succeed, I shall feel 
happy to bo in a position to have thrown some light on 
the truth of science of numbers derived from astrology. 

Mahatma Gandhi was born «)n October 2nd, 1869.

2ud to May oth, the tliy of arrest, I arrive at 215 
d.ays, which resolves into 8. 

3. It w.is reported that Muhatiua G.indhi liad 
79 volume ‘IN will! him* Tlus again hriugs the. total 
up t'» the figure 81, and answers the k-ilula 
numb-r 8. 
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4. On reference to the Ephemeris for May 6th, 
1930, 1 notice that it "was the 8th day from the eclipse 
of the Sun of April 28th, 1930. This date, with the 
known rule of kabaJa for omitting the century figure, 
reads 28-4-30, and when reduced to a unit figure is 8. 
The Sun separating from the eclipse, and applying to 
an evil aspect of Moon, forming an angle of 90", points 
to the square of the Moon to the Sun ; and tho day, 
as per Hindu Ephemeris, is described as Durga- 
Asbtaroi, meaning atbam {vide my letter in Starlobe 
for August 1932) 

6. Mahatma Gandhi celebrated his CSnd year 
in jail which answer again to 8. 

6. The majority of the planets at the birth of 
ifahatma Gandhi wore posited in tho sign Scorpio ; 
this, being the 8th sign of tlie zodiac, is interesting to 
note. 

7. Mahatma Gandhi was boru on a Saturday, 
the S 3 Tnbol for which is 8. 

8. Lastly, (or the eighth time, one more obser- 
vation I wish to lay before the reader, deferring 
back to the dates for the planet Jupiter to enter tljc 
sign Virgo, I note that thodate 28-n-32 = l7r-8;

Mahatma 
Gandhi was born when the Moon was passing through 
the sign Leo, necessitating a selection to be made 
from the letters M or T, and the name selected was 
“ Mohanlal." 

The name Mohanlal, when dissected with the 
aid of valuations as set down by the mystic Pytha* 
goras, who flourished about 582-500 B.O., resolves 
into a figure 8, as follows: (1) M = 30; (2) 0 = 60; 
(3) H=S; (4) A = l; (5) S=40; (6) L = 20: (7) A-=l ;

Jlohanlal, with its 8 letters of the alphabet, as 
well as phonetically corresponding to the figure 8, 
seems doubly doomed under tbo thumbscrew of tljc 
planet Saturn — the planet of sorrow. A most fitting 
place in any horoscope lor this name to occupy is the 
eighth house, which is tbo angle of decision through 
which the death-dealing forces act,

1. The squares and opposition aspects at birth 
are preponderate for working evil and are ; Neptune 
square Uranus ; Moon square Mars, Venus and 
Jupiter *, Node square Jforcury : Mars and Venus 
opposed Jupiter. 

2. The evil aspects at the date of march arc : 
Saturn square Uranus ; Neptune opposed Mercury ; 
Moon square Jupiter ; Mars scmi'sqxiare to Saturn 
and Uranus. 


3. The eril aspects at the date of arrest arc ; 
Moon square Sun ; Saturn square Unnu.s, 

The m-arch took place on Wednesday, .March 
12. 1930. On this day the Son rose in the phneUry 
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hour of Mercury, either to light or darken the path 
fur Mahatma Gandhi on his march to launch civil 
disobedience against the authorities. At 5*51 a. m. 
^ -the banks of the river Sabarmati were crowded ^Yith 
beaming humanity gazing towards the gates of the 
Gandhi Ashram. It was the hour, when Mahatma 
Gandhi with his small band of followers would march 
out. When the gates were opened, and the crowd 
caught sight of the much-revered saint of Sabarmati, 
the air was filled wdth human sounds giving expres- 
sion to ’‘Mahatma Gandhi Ki Jai,” meaning “Success 
to their leader.” Simultaneously, instead of the 
heavens responding “Amen,” the silent response given 
to the concourse was “Sha-yc,” meaning destruction. 
The Hindoo Ephemeiris marked out that day as 
“Sha-yo,” and the horary figure for the hour shows 
destruction. 

The planet Jlercury in the nativity of Mahatma 
Gandhi is squared by the Moon’s Nodes. The horary 
figure for the march shows the planet Mercury 
occupying the twelfth house, ruling confinement, 
secret enemies and plots, sorrow and self-undoing, 
and is in the sign Pisces, the sign of its fall, opposed 
from the sixth house hy the planet Neptune retro- 
grade, showing condition and faithfulness of those 
who serve. 

Mahatma Gandhi and his volunteers, after their 
march fr.>m Sabarmati, carried on their activities 
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vigorously at Dandi, a village in Gujrat. Mahatma 
Gandhi remained a free man up to ll'ol p.m. (local 
time) of Monday, May 5, 1930, when in the planetary 
hour of the sun he was arrested- 

The orb of the Sun in the nativity of ilabatma 
Gandhi is in Libra 8-o5, a sign of its fall and is 
posited lu the twelfth house, free from any aspects 
from other planets. The traditional figure for the 
sign Libra is 8. 

A most suitable desenpliou of tue Sun lu the 
Uvclfth house lb given on page 100 of the Message 
of the Stan, 1>\ Mux Handel, and reads: 

“ Tue Sus ik tiic Twctriu House 

“Tins is the signature of the lonely soul who 
as a recluse slnits liiinsclf off from his fellows. It 
brings ^\ith it a danger of conflict witli the aulborities, 
or an inability to lit in with Iho family condithnis, 
and on account of the enduing trouble the pors</n 
goes into voluntary or cuforc<'d exile, living liis life 
henceforth a stranger among straugers." 

The horary figure f«»r .March 3d. lOJU, and May 
6, 1030, turns out to be the mo.st evil, and the transit 
of planets from both Uicsc figures on tlu ii.\tivity of 
Mahatma Gandhi is like a ste:im*r/lb r crushing 
htoncs t') powdered uusl. 

I have ;Ure.ady given the detaiL of c:ich plnict 
ioriho three f/.r ate, 1 nid H'ft rcp»a: 
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them, hut simply point out the various malefic aspects. 
I, therefore, first take the planetary transits of March 
12, 1930, and compare it with the radical chart of 
Mahatma Gandhi, and the following excerpt may 
prove of interest to the readers : 

(1) Uranus opposes Sun radical ; (2) Saturn 
squares Sun radical ; (3) the Moon’s Nodes squares 
the Moon’s Nodes radical ; (4) Jupiter is opposite to 
Sun progressed; (5) the Moon squares Venus and 
Mars radical 

The planetary transits of May 6, 1930, are : (1) 
Sun is in mundane opposition to Venus and Mars 
radical; (2) Moon squares Venus and Mars radical 
(3) Uinnus is m inundane opposition and Saturn 
mundane square to the Sun radical ; (4) Mercury 
opposes Mercury progressed; (5) Jupiter opposes 
Saturn progressed ; (6) Mars opposes Sun radical. 

The planetary tnausits of May 6, 1930, to the 
planets of March 12, 1930, are: (1) Sun squares 
Moon; (2) Jupiter opposes M,C., Jlarch 12, 1930; 

(3) Mars excites the square of Uranus to Saturn ; 

(4) Venus squares Mercury ; (o) Mercury squares 
Mercury. 

If any oiu' were, after digesting these preponde- 
rating evil directions, to read Sltuhc.% in Pessntiism 
by Arthur Schopenhauer, no matter how optimistic 
the reader may Ix', I l>e1ieve that lie too for .a moment

cannot escape a wave of pessimism to disturb Ins 
peace of mind. 

The horary figure for March 12, 1930, throws 
further light to support the following astrological 
deductions. The square aspect of Saturn to Uranus, 
and Mars holding the mid-point, appeals to me most 
forcibly. This configuration points to strikes, violence, 
assassination, anarchy, turbulence of the peaceful 
conditions of the country. The planet lifars inciting 
the square of Uranus and Saturn, and Saturn occupy- 
ing the ruling sign of India, gave greater force to tho 
evil directions, and India had to suffer mucii. 

Mahatma Gandhi saw the light of the day some 
twelve years after the Indian Mutiny of 1857, and 
the following genealogical tree may prove of interest.

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I HAVE already traced Kahatma Grandhi's path 
up to May 5th, 1930, the date on which he was 
jailed. Mahatma Gandhi was ordered to he released 
on January 26th, 1931, to attend the Bound Table 
Conference in London; on this date he had completed 
Il6 days of his 62zid birtb-date. The date 26th, 
tbedaj’s lid, and the d2nd year, all point to the planet 
Saturn and the sinister figure 8. 

Luring the year 1931, Mahatma Gandhi had to 
face the attack from five eclipses, and they were : — 

1. Eclipse of the Moon on Monday, April 2nd, 

which took place in the sign Libra 12, 
and eclipsed the Son radical in the 
twelfth bouse. 

2. Eclipse of the Sun on Saturday, April 18th, 

which took place in the sign Aries 26^, 
and eclipsed the progressed Venus in 
Capricornus 26. 

3. Eclipse of the Sun on Saturday, September 

12tb, which took place in the sign Virgo 
18, and eclipsed the progressed Saturn Mn 
Sagittarius 13*25, 

-1. Eclipse of the Moon on Saturday, September 
26tb, which took place in Aries 2-JG, and 
eclipsed the progressed Mars in Capri* 
cjrnus *21. 
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5. Eclipse of the Sun on Sunday, October llfch, 
vrhich toot place in Libra 17, and eclipsed 
the Neptune radical and excited the 
existing square of Neptune from the 6tb 
to Uranus in the 9tb. 

The three out of the five eclipses fell on a Satur- 
day, and the remaining two were in the zodiacal sign 
Libra. The symbol for Saturday, is 8. The symbol, 
ior the sign Libra, is also 8. The eclipses afiected the 
second, third, fourth, sixth, ninth, and the twelfth 
houses, and the planets affected were Uranus, 
Neptune, Mars, Saturn, Venus, and Sun, thus paraly- 
sing the greater part of Mahatma Gandhi’s birth-chart; 
and though he was released, his pathway was slowly 
leading to imprisonment. 

Mahatma Gandhi, baring completed bis mission 
to the Round Table Conference, landed in Bombay 
on December 28tb, 1931, the date responding to the 
figure 8. Mahatma Gandhi was re-arrested on Jan- 
uary dth, 1932, thus remaining a free man in Bombay 
for a period of 8 days 

The British Government awarded 71 seats for 
the depressed classes; this figure points to 8. And 
Mahatma Gandhi commenced his memorable fast for 
the cause of untouchability, 8 years after his last fast. 

There are sixty milUonsof fellow-Indiansto whom 
the common rights of man are denied. They arc the 
Dravidians, builders of tho great temples of the south. 
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A reference to the chart of Mahatma Gandhi, 
shows the procrastinating, bombastic, prodigal, and 
lawless Jupiter, heavily afflicted by destructive and 
hot tempered Mars, the dissolute Venus, and the 
visionary, vacillating, and worrisome Moon. 

Mahatma Gandhi, is thus not only straining his 
nerves against the heavily afflicted Jupiter, but is also 
working against set orthodox opinions, a few of which 
are quoted, as follows : — 

The Bahgwata, treating of the murder of a 
Brahman, decrees : “Whoever is guilty of it will be 
condemned at his death to take the form of one of 
those insects who feed on filth ; being reborn long 
afterwards a “Pariah,” he will belong to his cast and 
will bo blind for more than four times as many years 
as there are hairs on the body of a cow. Ho can, 
nevertheless, expiato his crime by feeding 40,000 
Brahm:\ns.”
